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Fall Isn’t Here, but Start of School Is! 
 

Summer may be far from over, but summer vacation comes to a halt 
Thursday, Aug. 14, for students in Broken Arrow and Union public schools. 

One of the problems for schools each year in the opening few weeks is the 
change in driving habits for area motorists. Broken Arrow’s Police Department 
will be implementing “Operation Safe Streets” in an effort to cut down on those 
problems. 

A BAPD report shows that there is a dramatic increase in traffic once school 
begins, with most of that increase coming at about the same time periods – when 
students are going to and coming from school. Normally, the police report states, 
this leads to a substantial growth in traffic collisions. There is also a rise in the 
number of citations written, as many motorists have problems getting back in the 
habit of slowing down for posted school zones and obeying laws regarding the 
passing of school buses which are loading or unloading passengers. 

“Operation Safe Streets” is designed to decrease the amount of losses suffered 
from crashes in the community by a proactive enforcement of the traffic laws. 
“During the first few weeks of school you will see a significant number of police 
officers working traffic enforcement around area schools,” said Sergeant Ed 
Ferguson, head of the Traffic Specialist Unit. “Broken Arrow Police will be very 
proactive in enforcing our traffic laws for the next few weeks, in a coordinated 
effort to reduce traffic collisions.” 

That stepped up enforcement will begin Aug. 14, with particular attention to 
school zones and areas where buses serve neighborhoods. “There will be no grace 
period for motorists committing violations in school zones,” Ferguson continued. 
“Our goal is to establish a safe environment for our children and motorists in 
Broken Arrow beginning the first day of school.” 

Ferguson points out that the BAPD efforts in this program are not limited to 
the adult motorists in the community. A video message is being produced to be 
played over Tiger TV, stressing the importance of safety for students.
